Saint Francis wae an Apoftk, as (mat 
by Chrift’s Vicar with Title of Nuncins

♦ Indians j in ten Years he ran /over all 
tho 'Eafly making above a hundred 
thoufand Miles. He revived that Faith, 
St. Thomas the Apoftk had there before 
taught 5 then foretelling* that when 
the Sea'foould come up to that >CVofe 
(wkh he erected) a* it did when v£t. 
Xaverms enter’d tbofe Parts, then 
fhould Europe fend one that Ihould 
preach the fame Do&rine he had alrea- 
dy taught them. He converted many 
hundred thoufands of Infidels 5 with 
feveral Kings, Queens, and Princes: He 
threw down theTemples of Mahomet and 
y f the Idols, wherefore he broke forty 
thoufand : He erefted innumerable 
Churches, Baptized with his own 
Hand above a Million and two hundred 
thoufand Perfons: He was the firft 
that ever Preach’d' to feveral Nation 
and Iflands, and particularly Jap'ouy, 
which contains threefcore and fix King- 
doms: and defigning to convert that 
great Empire of China, dyed intheway*

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in* the Wand of Sanciano. You fee, how # 
‘well is verified that Prophecy of a Holy 
Nun, his Sifter, that defired her Fa- 
their to let him continue his Studies, 
for he ihould prove a^great Apoftle of 
the Indies. St. Hierome appearing to hizu 
at Vicentidy promifed him the like $ 1 
ihewing him the Indies , and whaHFruit | 
he was to reap their. Our Saviour him- 
felf declared the fame, the Saint; at 
Rome often hearing thofe Words. A * 
Veffel of Ele&ion is this Man unto me : For 1 
will Jhew him how great things he muft Juffer 
for my Name. Reprefenting to him with- 
all an Indian weeping and lamenting his 
own and his whole Countries woful 
Condition, begging Help and Comfort 
from him which he moft gracidufly 
and plentifully did afterwards beftow 
for the Space of ten Years upon the 
whole Eafl. 

He was alfoa Prophet fortelling things 
to come and far diftant,and knowing the 
very fecreteftThoughts of Man’s Heart, 
infomuch, that at the fame time the 
King in Portugal, and St. Ignatiut&t Rome 
-otdered things to be done, he in the In - 
Jiesy publifhed and executed their Or- 
ders, and with that Certaintj, that once 
in a publick Sermon from the Pulpit,he - 

sxaftly 

AS. .if. 16. 
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exaftly related the Succefs and Circuttt* 
fiances of a Battle, which in that very 
‘ Nick of time, was fought between the* 
jiceni and the Chriftians, above three 
thoufand Miles diftance from the Place* 
where he then preached, as by ftri& 
Exmination afterwards was found to be 
true. This foretelling futqre things 

J jrew fo cufiomary to him, that he was 
carce called any thing but Prophet $ 
whereupon a mod Learned Man with 

g ood Reafon faid, That the Spirit of 
r'ophecy in many, was as it were by 
Fits, but in St. Francis it was a continu- 
al Habit, 

He was not only Matter of Philofophy . 
at Paris , but alfo Teacher of the Divine 
Wifdom in the ladies y preaching the 
Gofpel to all forts of People, confuting * 
in feveral publick Difputes the Brach- 
mans of the lndians y tpe Imany of the 
Twrkjy the Bonzi of the Jaf>onians y (all 
faife Preachers of Idolatry) with that 
Fame and Renown, that a Pagan came 
fix thoufand Miles^ only to hear his 
Doctrine 5 whofe Worth is fufficiently - 
made known by the Sandity of his own 
Life, and of thefe his .Difciples, G after * 
BerzeuSy Cofmo Torres , / Antonio Criminal e r 
the firft'that was martyred there, and ' 
many others of his Order $ and even * 
by the Children he nurfed up in thja. 

* Holy 
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Holy Do&rine, who be came great 
Preachers, and wrought many Miracles* 
caffc out Devils, cured Difeafes, threw 
down Idols, and finally by the fix hutir 
dred Martyrs in the Ifland of Manar, 
and infinite others of Japony and the 
Indies that were all hisDifciplcs. 

The fourth Gift of Vertues, meaning 
that which adorns the Soul, was in him 
moft admirable. His Love of God is 
fufficiently known all the world over 5 
fo far from being bias’d by any felf In- 
tereft; that feeing in a Vifion all the 
labour he was to undergo, he cried out* 
Amplius Domine y Amp Hus 5 Mere Lord, More. 
Andatanothet time having a taft of Di- 
vine Confolations to that degree, as he 
difowried himfelf any farther capable 
of receiving them, he faid 5 Satis eft Do * 
minty fat is eft. It is enough , LorJ y it is enough 
Such was his Charity, that he went to 
preach theGofpel to the Infidels, bare- 
foot, trampling upon Thorns, loaded 
with a little Furniture for Mafs, and 
fome few pious Books 5 provided only 
with afpare Quantity of Kice $ waiting 
upon others running at their Horfes 
Heels, to haften thefooner to the con- 
verting of Souls 5 always out of h imfeir 
with the Love pf God $ fuffering fo * 

' many Misfortunes at Sea by Tempjftff^ 
and frequent Shipwracks, thrice find- 
ing 
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iAgnmder the Ship $ always in Dangers 
andi Troubles , Croflfes and AfHi&ionsj 
fccrfecuted by Infidels, Thieves, Devils* 
felfe Brethren 1 had in Derifion, fcofc 
fed at, and moft barbaroufly mifus’cfcby 
thofe he had been moft charitable and 
beneficial unto $ beaten moft cruelly by 
the wicked Spirits, and molcfted with 
their Temptations 5 threatned to be 
murdered by Cut throats * by Idolaters 
held for a Mad-man, even in thfe Court 
of the King of Jmanpicct y where they 
reviled him with Ctirfes, cover’d him 
WithDirt,overwelmed him with Stones, 
and treacheroufiy laid Shares to take 
away his Life 5 often endeavouring to 
poifon him , twice giving him into the 
Hands of Aflafinates to be difpatched* 
Being ftoned by the Gentilsof thel- 
Hand of Msrd, he made his efcape over 
a broad River, by the means of a great 
Timber Beam, which he handled and 
turned like a little Wand. How often did 
he give his Lite for Chrift ? When he 
attended thofe that were infefted with 
the Plague $ when he upbraided their 
Infidelity to the very Gentils ready ar- 
med with Stones to kill him 5 when in 
fbke of Princes and Priefts, he threw 
down their Idols 5 when he alone refi- 
lled a whole Army of Badaga> that in a 
fury intended to oppreft the Chriftians 5 
B4 when 
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when he intrufled himfelf going into 
*}apony in a fmall Boat to Pirates* infa.- 
jnous for killing Paflengers $ when he 
entered the Ifland of M>rs* where they 
eat Man’s Flelh $ when be went to China, 
where it was Death for any to enter ; So 
much did he love God and his Neigh- 
bour, but contemned and made himfelf 
nioft defpicable 5 exercifing all Severity 
imaginable upon his tender Fle/h. A 
Man that was fb. nobly born, of the 
Race of theKi ngs of Navarre, and honou- 
red with the, Title of Nuncius Afoftlicus, 
kneeled to every poor and ordinary 
Prieft, to ki fs his Hand $ making and 
deeming himfelf a Slave to all: In the 
Ships, Inns, Hofpitals ferving.the very 
meaneft Beggar and bafeft Servants 5 
looking after their Horfes, fweeping 
their Chambers, wa/hing their dirty 
Linnen and V-cffelsj exercifing the 
loweft Offices, even cleanfing their 
Sores and Wounds, with that Charity 
and Viftory of himfelf, as tofup up the 
Water, wherewith he had warned one 
that had a Leprofy, and another time 
to fuck out the Putrefaction and Matter 
of a moft loathfome Sore. Iomk his 
other Vertues : He eat only once a Day, 
and then only a little burnt Rice, and 
often nothing for four, five, fix, ; and 
feven Days together ; His Drink wa$

Watery he was cloathed with a Hair- 
/hirt, wore one fingle Garment of black 
Canvas, all patched : His Sleep Was 
either at Land upon The bare Ground, or 
the Cables on Shipboard : His Penance' 
fo rigid and aufterc, that he fainted o£ 
ten thfo* his Failings and fevere DifciV 
plines, wherewith he to*re his tender 
and innocent Body. If ty Vertue you 
mean Miracles, he wrought infinite. Iff 
the Fire, Hoping it with his bare Word, 
when a Houfe was adlully burning in 
the Air, driving away the Plague tr cm 
Malted, with the fweet Savour of his 
dead Corps, and making it rain Stones 
and Afhes upon the City of To/o, rebel- 
ling from Chrift and the Portu\uefe t 
which filling up the Ditches, and de- 
molifhing the Walls, forced them to. 
a Surrender In the Water, allaying 
Tempefts,fweetning Salt Water by the 
Sign of the Crofs, or dipping his' Foot 
therein. In the Earth, caufing Earth- 
quakes. In his* own Rody, railing it in 
the Air, preferving it incorrupt and in 
the Flower of Virginity, ever free from 
the leaft Motion of Concupifcence. He 
ft ill lived, tho’ amonrgft fo many Snares, 
Difeafes, Labours, Plagues and Poifons, 
even without the leaft Infeftion or Hurt 
untouch’d 5 and after Death fending out 
a molt odoriferous Saviour, even* 

among# 
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amongfl quick Lime, and mold and ' 
wet Earth. The very Beads obeyed 
him : a Lobfter brought to Shore his 
Crofs, that had fallen into the Sea, 
The Devils feared him difpofleffing 
all that were brought to him. In the 
Ifland of Mora, at his firft Sermon he 
preached there ^ the Earth fhaking 
and opening, hideous Cries and Shreiks 1 
of Devils were heard, that fled from 
their fo long inhabited Dominions, in- 
fomuch that they appeared allfurround- 
ed with Fire in the Air, to the People $ 
crying out : You burn and torment us, | 
Francis , you drive us from our Kingdom. | 

He was no lefs famous for the fifth j: 
Gift of curing Difeafes: Witnefs Fa- j 
ther Francis Peret. y Reftor then of the 
College of tAaUc&y who upon the point 
of Gafping, was perfectly cured by St. 
Francis's embracing him. He that he 
healed of his Wounds, by only carry- 
ing him upon his Back. That Leper, 
whofe Sores He cured with only waffl- 
ing them. Witnefs alfo the Bifhop of 
IMaca, who defiring a Summary of afl. 
the Miracles the Saint had wrought, 
rind finding after drift examination 
eight hundred only in his own Diocefs f 
ceafed to profecufe his fird thoughts, 
defpairing ever to reckon them. Let 
the Indies confefs and acknowtedg his 

Powe& 
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&>wer in th it porfrt, where,, not he in " 
his own Perfon only, but his Hair, 
< 5 ir<Jle, Beads,' the very Pulpit fee 
preached in, the Lamps that burnt be- 
forehis Shrine, the Water wherein was 
dipped only a Medal of his, even hiS 
very Shadow (which is yet more won- 
derful) cured many Difeafes: Let him 
anfwer for himfelf 3 he can teftifie, 
that in an inftant by Prayer, he was 
healed of thofe moft dangerous fncifi* 
ons, mortal of themfelvcs, and beyond 
the Art of Man, as the Surgeons con- 
/ feffed, caufed by the little Cords, 
wherewith out of too much Fctvour he 
had girded hrs Thighs and Arms. 

This is inconfiderable, if compared 
to his Power ofraifing the Dead j Be- 
sides many others, it isauthenticalfy pro- 
ved, that five and twenty ha v6 obeyed 
his CaH 3 feme as they were carried to 
their Graves 5 others have Been buri- 
ed ftveral Days’, reftd/Kinghereby thd 
Memory of Ghtift ? s own A&idris. A bfo:- 
Gentil entreated him to come and 
Arfe his Daughter* how fldceafed, add 
rebhi^lng this Afnfwer, that /he wa’i' a- 
lrve, diffatisfied left St. Franth> but 
Wafr fdon comforted by his Servants, 
fhtf told him /hO lived, A. Lady (like' 
ffiafth&y laTpOhtjng Iret ^fi/ faid; if 
^eh hete^my^ Dad^Rter had 

not 
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not died; Why, fa id the Saint’ 5 ihje.it 
not dead : Yes, replyed ftie, and three 
Days buried ; The Saint accompany- 
ing her to the Grave, reftored the 
Daughter alive to the afflidedj and in* 
credulous Mother. . 

His whole Life was nothing but an 
"Exercife ofthefixth Gift 5 of helping 
the Needy ; fie was totally taken up in 
tending the Sick and the Poor, fuccour- 
ing the Oppreffed, inflrufting the Ig- 
norant and Sinners, aflifting all that 
werfe in Neceffity and Danger* either 
Spiritual or Temporal, with fo much 
Carefulnefs and Induftrious Zeal, that 
none is able to exprefs it. One Saint 
Francis was not fufficient to work accor- 
ding to the great Charity he bore to 
all. To the end he might help feveral, 
he was exaflly prcfent to each at the 
fapae time, in different Places : As when 
called upon by a Merchant, who fuffer’d 
Shipwrack $ he obeyed and ftaid with 
him three Days upon the Plank, till all 
thje reft of the Ship where dead, apd 
thought, him fa fe to Shore : And 
when, with the fame miraculous Ap- 
parition, he fayed ten Men in a little 
Boat. Such was the Confidence* Sea- 
men had in his Prefence, that the old- 
eft and moft ftiivered Ships were rec- 
kon’d the inoft fafe $ and Infidels thepa- 

fclve* 
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felves for more Security, loaded all 
their Goods upon them, tKo* with 
double Charges and Expences, whom 
ho aflifted even after his Deaths for 
carrying his Body in a very tottered^ 
unfate and ill-rigged Ship, and running 
upon a Rock $ the Seamen betook 
themfelves to invoke the Saint’s Aid $ 
and prefently the Rock fplit in two, 
and opened a Paflage for the Ship* 
Whereupon now at Sea, he is the Pa* 
tron ot Mariners even among!! the In- 
fidels. 

He was eminent for the Gift of Go- 
vernment and directing Souls, with no^ 
lefs Satisfaftion of Seculars, than Re- 
ligious 5 Grateful always to the People, 
dear to Kings and Princes, winning the 
Hearts of all. St. Ignatius would have, 
made him General of his whole Order t 
The King of Portugal reverenced hi& 
Words as Commands, as did alfo the 
King of Bongo and Amangucci : The 
King of Tmvancor y called the great 
King, put out an Edi£t, commanding 
all YhquLd obey the Great Fathfer (fo he 
called St. Francis) as the great King. 
He converted the King ot Tanor y and 
fcveral others. Pope Paul the III.* ad* 
paired his Sanflity : Marcellus the II. 
defiring to/ee him feat for hi® £om 
the India to come to Horn 5 fo much 

did 



did fee win the Hearth of afl fiir arid 
Hear: The Gentils revetericed hkni 
and even ere&ed a Church in ' his He- 
Bour $ where Tome wicked Fellows ofrt 
of Contempt, haying often ftole the 
Oyl from the Lamp and pouted Water 
in its place 5 enraged to fee the Week 
yet burn, and themfelves deluded, put 
if quite out, which has often lighted 
of it felf, to their greater Confusion arid 
Chriftians greater Comfort. Another 
time, being all alone, he met a whole 
Army of Enemies that were Heatheris, 
Wnom he frighted and put to flight With 
his bare Authority. 

To conclude, his Gift of Tongues 
no lefs wonderful than the former. 
They fpoke in thofe Countries a hun- , 
dred different Languages, which Sf. 
Francis fpoke, not only well, but alfo 
with great Facility and Eloquence, yet 
with thefe two Privileges $ The firft, 
That preaching to Men of different Na- 
tions, he was perfeftly uttderftood by 
every one 5 Thefecond, that with one 1 
and the fame Word and Arifwer, hefi- 
tisfied the Doubts and Qdeffions bf 
many together, although concerriiifg 
things, both hard and of different 
Matters. Thefe and many othets things* 
We riead of him in Hiftorians, and m* 
the Protefsof frisCarionitafiarii They’ 

add 
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add moreover, that he was not fo well 
known, or fo much called by the Name 
of Ffancis , as fometimes of Angel or 
Prophet, fometimes Raifer 5 of the 
Dead 5 now by that of Holy Father, 
other times of Great Father $ but al- 
ways and by all, with the Approbation 
of the Pope and Applaufe of the whole 
World, he was called by the N^me of 
Apoftle. 

To whofe Holy Interceffion and Pa- 
tronage, by the Affiftance of yourPrayers 
JL commend my felf, hoping you’ll find 
nis Hoi 3^ id and Affiflance in all your 
Neceffitie^if for the good of yourSoul) 
as you have feen others before you : 
Obferve moreover (as it has been more 
cxa&ly noted in thefe our latter Days) 
that none with Faith and Devotion, 
ever recommended themfelves unto 
him, that miffed of their Aim, or at 
lead, did not receive fomething more 
beneficial to themfelves and their 
Souls Good, which was and is his only 
Scope in conferring Benefits, Let us. 
comfort our felves with what he told F* 
Marceffus TAaftriUt at Naples , when ap- 
pearing to him, he miraculoufly cured 
him : Non parum ftpojji in Paraetifo ? That 
bis Power was great in the Court of Heaven.

He appeared to a Woman, that had 
fceen along time fict in Mt/avar, and 
promifing to fend her one that fhould 
near her Confeffion, advifed her of het 
Death. 

A Youth in the Hofpital of Metam- 
bichi raving, through the Sharpnefs of 
his Diftemper, by only the Touch of 
the Saint, was cured both in Body and 
Soul. 

An Indiany by Profefiion a Schoolma- 
fter, by L^jfe a moft lewd debauch’d 
Wretch, was converted by the SaintV 
appearing to him, and obeyed that gra- 
cious Call of God to a better Life* 

Being defired by a Chriftian Lady to 
difpoflcfs a Youth that was tormented 
by the Devil $ as foon as he entred the 
Houfe the wicked Spirit quitted his 
Habitation * and the Youth before 
ready to die, was thereupon reftored 
to perfe& Health of Body,. An Indian 
Poet, that had accidentally loft his.

In Ma!aca , he brought ,to Life a 
Child that had been dead three Days 5 
and in the fame place the Son of one 
that was devoted to him.' 

In Jabony he gave Life to a Daughter 
of an Idolater.

Ho obtained Rain to free a King 
from his Enemies that furrounded him 

A defperate Gamefter* that had lofr 

all 
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alt he had in the World, encouraged 
by the Saint to try to mend his Condi- 
tion, recovered his Loffes$ and With 
all obtained the Converfion of his Soul*, 
which was the Saint’s only Aim* 

'He favedfeverai Ships from perifti- 
ing in Tempefts and Storms. 

He was in feveral places at once. 

The very Children whom he taught 
the Chrftian Doftrine, with the Beads 
and Medah^of St. Francis, caft out De- 
vils, and wrought many Miracles. 

His very Hand- writing cured the Sick,, 
and his Pidures Hopped and quenched, 
a great Fire. 

The Oil that burns in the Lamps be- 
fore the Saints Body at Goa, . has cured 
many infirm and fick of alt Difcafes. 

.A Chriftian Lady, by means of* 
Crofs, that the Saint had erefled in 
Amboino to be honoured, obtained, in 
time of a great Drought plentiful Ram*, 
whickthe Idolatrous Women were not 
able to obtain from the Idols with their 
enchanted Witchcraft. 

The Saint appeared to a Merchant, 
that had recommended himfelf to him, 
and had a pair of Beads of the Saints 
with him, five Days after he had fuffe- 
rtd Shipwrack, and brought him fafe 
to Shore 5 and flayed with another 
three Days upon the fame Plank, and 
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at la tt landed Him fafe. 

God blefled feveral barreh Womem 
with Iflue at this Saint’s Interceflion. 

An Indian in Punic ale, that Jiad three 
Daughters, prayed to the Saint to beg 
of God the Blefling of. thfee Sons, 
which fhe obtained. We /hall weary; 
our felves in rehear flog all the Wonders 
.n wrought by this great Saint $ as the 
Vicar General of Goa owned of himfelf,. 
after ho had reckoned. up ; eight hun- 
f dred.

B y Purity of Mind, is not only un- 
derftood Innocency of Life, but 
alfo a right intention of doing all out 
Aft ions purely for the Glory of God, 
and for no other end. 

How great was this Purity in St. 
Francis ! The lolc Aim of his immenle 
La bour was the Glory of God , not 
Peeking any thing elie, either in his 
Voyages by the moft dangerous Seas of 
Europe, Ajia, and Africa, or journeys by 
Land 5 1 may fay through both Worlds, 
or in his moft troubletome Preaching, 
but that God fhould be known , jpraf- 
fed and glorified. In a word, allhe fuf- 
fered (which as Francis Manjilla, a great 
while Companion to the Saint laid, is 
not to be conceived how much it was^ 
was only for the Glory of God, never 
regarding any the leaft private Intercft* 
The Reward of his Labours was a 
moft fublime degree of Sanftity, 
which he arrived unto, whereby after- 
wards he deferred fuch a Glory in Hea- 
ven 
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yen* and received fo many Favour® 
here on Earth. 

And our Saviour, to (hew how plea- 
fing his Labours were to him, wrought 
that continual Miracle $ that in his Fa^ 
therms Houfe a Crucifix fweat Blood, 
every time the {Saint was in any diffi- 
cult Enterprize, or Suffering.

He anfwe^sd a Friend of his, who ex- 
amined him concerning a dead Child 
he. Had raifed in the Coaft of Comorin*, 
with all Humility, as it were confound- 
ed : I raifed the Dead' to Life ? And 
can you belivefuch a thing of me, fuch 
a great Sinner as I am ? 

In a word, all his Life is full of Ex- 
amples of his moft profound Humility $ 
ana was held for luch over all Spain, 
Italy , France , Portugal , India, Japony, 
and innumerable other Countries, 
wherein he cxercifed this Vertue in 
divers Ways and in a moft perfeft De. 

gtee 
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f ree with the poorPrifoncrs, Children, 
laves, Souldiers,Soamen and what not ? 
And this in a moil abjeft and contem- 
ptible manner 5 choofing for his Lodg- 
ing the Hofpitals, for his Cloths courie 
Canvas, and for his Meat, Dry Bread, 
Burnt Rice, and the like. 

But God ordered it fo that the more 
he humbled and dfcbafed himfelf, the 
more he ihould be efteemed by others.

them himfeif ; witnefs that Heroick 
AS upon the Coil of Cananor^ where to 
move a. Sinner to Sorrow for his invete- 
rate Sin, he retired himfeif into a 
Grove hard by* and their cruelly tore 
hi# Body with Whips, till fuch Qu'an- 

Wf 
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tity of Blood trickled down his Back, 
as provoked the Sinner to abundant 
Tears, .and a true Compunction 5 and 
fohe reconciled him to God. 

But what Wonder he Ihould praCl'ifc 
thefc moft cruel Mortifications in this 
his Office of Apoftte j feeing, from 
the firft Moment he begun a PerfeCI 
Life, he accuftomed himfelf to moft 
rigid Aufterities ? Who is ignorant, 
that to fatisfie God for his too great 
Nicenels and Sprucenefs in Cloths, 
and Nimblenefs in Dancing, he tied 
his Thighs fo ftrart with little Cords, 
that he was not able to breath ;■ lo far 
bad he let them eat into his Flcfh, that 
they could not be. feen $ whereof he 
muft neceflarily have died; had not 
Gbd moft miraculoufly cured him, 
whom be had defigned for the Apoftle 
of the new World. Every one knows

When he acquain- 
ted Peter Veglio of his Death after a moft 
Peaceable and happy Life, which ac- 
cordingly happened ; of the deftruftion 
of the City of Tolo : of the Mifery of 
Alvarez. Ataide , who endeavoured to 
flop his journey to China l and innume- 
rable others ; in fo much that in the pro- 
cefs of his Canonization, the Holy .In- 
quifition of Pome approved and allowed 
of a Hundred and. Fifty moil evident 
and manifeft Prophefies.

The Difficulties he 
encoumred fas we read in his Life) 
were fuch that nothing but a moft He- 
roick Courage could have overcome 
them. He. crofted from the Indies io 
Japony the moft dangerous Tra^ of all 
thofe Seas, by realon of the paging 
South Winds $ and that in a little Boat 
(the Seamen being all Pirates, and the 
Ma#e£ borji Idolater and Pirate) run- 
ning continual rifque of either being 
drqwped at ^ea« or caftupon fpme de- 
fert Ifland, ’ there riecfeffarly to have 
ftarved. in his Journey from Mefiapor 
to the Molucthe crofting from one Ifland 
to another, he fuffered thrice Ship- 
wrack, and once ligting upon a Plank 
of a Ship, toficd thifce Days and three 
Night&by the tempeftueus Waves, vu^s 
at leaft rather dead then alive caft alhore. 
HisDangers at Land were no lefs then at 
Sea. furtho’ he war generally eftcem- 
ed by Vice-Roys* Governors and other 
* C Officers, 
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Ofjicefs* yet he waited -not irioft flrong 
Oppofiuoas, as in the Shore o (Pijcaria, 
ii t Travknatr, and in Goa. Moft obfti- 
nate was that of Alvarez, Xtaifie then Go- 
vernourof Malaca , who neither by En- 
treat. ies nor „ Threats CQul^d be brought 
to allots of James Per iera\ failing to Cbina € 
with whom Saint Francis intended to 
go to convert that great Empire. He 
went to the Iflands of Mohuche and A dor* 
(famous for its barbarous Cruelty) a- r 
gaSnft the Confent of all his Friends, 
and in fpite of all the Threats of the 
Devrls. In dmangucct the Bomi with, 
armed men continually fought to kiH 
him. In the moft Hcroick Enterprise 
he framed in h is Soul of the Converfion 
of Chtna : Death was the leaft Danger he 
apprehended : Fearing not a World of 
Dangers to free another from the Ty* 
rattny of the Devil. 

Whoever you are, Dear Soul, that 
reads thefe generous A fls of Saint ; 
Francis Xxvmm y reflefl with your fe if 
and fee, how you tarry yourfelf in the * 
Service of God. Iam afraid the. very 
Shadow of Difficulties do quitedifhear- 
ten and deter you from all good Works. 

If it be fo, be confounded at your own 
Weaknefs, and beg of the Saint a noble 
Heart, that may not only, not yield but 
D z even 
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even furpafs at leaft ordinary and fmall 
Hindrances in the Service of God.

S T. Francis Xavtrius was. an Apoftle 
Cent by Chrift % by command of 
hi* Vicar Paul the third, with the title 
ofNuticius Apoftolicus, to Preach the 
Gofpel to the Indians^ and Convertthein 
to r our Holy Faith. Whereof he Con- 
verted many hundred Thoufands, a- 
mongft whom were feveral Kings* 
Queens, Princes and Great Men. His 
Sifter* a Holy Woman, Abbefs of the 
Poor Clares at Gandia , fortold he 
* fhould be fuch an one ; for defiring her 
Father to let him Study Divinity, fhe 
laid, he fhould prove a Great Apoftle 
of the Indies. 

He was a Prophet,and in fuch a man- 
ner that a moil Vertuous and Wife 
M*h fticked nptto fay, that in fome the 
Spirit of Prophecy was by fits but in St. . x 
j X^ytrim it feemed a conftant Habit) He 
only Mafter of Human Philo- 
fopfcy at;; Pari}, but of the Divine alfo 
inthe £aft $ where to all forts of Peo- 
ple 
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;yle he Preached the Gofpel and In- 
itrucitd them in what belonged to ouc 
Holy Faith j He Confuted many Ma- 
llets of. the Jdpl^terf in.ieveral Di- 
sputes 5 the BraHthans of 1 the Indians, 
and Cariii of the Moor?, and the $ortz,i of 
the Jafoniatu. 

He was endowed with- all manner of 
Vertues whether you mean Power of 
Working Miracles, as you have fectf 
in' the former Confiderations, or Ver- 
tuous Habits, that adorn the • Soul, as 
Humility, Chaftity, Patience, Cha- 
rity, C^r. " • 1 

He had the Gift of Curing Difeafes, 
as we have fhewn you by feveral won- 
derful examples. 

He had the Gift of Helping the 
Needy, in fo much that he never re- 
fufed his Aid to any if conducing to 
their Eternal Salvation. He governed 
all with rare Prudence as well . Secular* 
as Religious, which Talent made him 
efteemed by the created Princes. The 
King of Portugal Reverenced him as^an 
Oracle- Receiving and following his 
Directions as Commands. The King 
oi Travancor, called the Great King, pub* 
lifted an EdiCt, commanding every 
one to obey the Great Father (St. Xaye- 
r'tus ) as the Great King. -St. ' Ignatious 
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Srefolved to make him General of the 
‘Society of Jefus. 

Laiily he had the Gift of Tongues, 
thpfe Countries they fpeak above a 
Hupdt-ed feveral Languages $ Thirty 
whereof are quite different $ yet St. 
•Francis when he entered thpfe parts did 
not only underftand the Natives, but 
Tpoke the very fame Languages moft 
Elegantly $ yet with tbefe two privi- 
leges^ firft of being, underftood (tho* 
Plashing to an ^uai forty of different 
Nfltiops) by every one in their Mother 
Tongue : aly of fatisfy trig with one only 
anfwer the demapds of feveral propofed
